Named in 
honor of one of Clifford Clinton's original establishments, 
the pan-Polynesian bar harkens back to the 'golden era' of 
travel with meticulous design and details including 
thatched bamboo walls, an art deco map room, custom 
mugs, and a a 1600-year-old jade Mayan god sculpture. 
The menu complements the decor with dishes like bluefin 
tuna served in a pineapple shell, plus mai tais, fog-cutters, 
and more. The word is out, so plan ahead and book a table 
here.

The Los Angeles Streetcar took two big steps forward this 
month with the passage of Measure M, and the 
unanimous approval of the Streetcar's Environmental 
Impact Report by City Council. The Streetcar will run a 
one-way loop that begins at 1st and Broadway and 
proceeds south to 11th Street, where it turns west until 
Figueroa; it then heads north up to 7th, where it heads 
back east before a heading north along Hill Street. Should 
Metro prioritize Measure M funding for the Streetcar, it 
could be up and running by 2020, with a projected 6,000 
riders daily.
